RETAIL TRADE IN 


JUNE AND IN FEBRUARY-JUNE 


COMPARISON OF 1931 WITH 1930 


In continuation of the series of returns relating to 
retail trade which are being prepared by the joint efforts 
of the Incorporated Association of Retail Distributors 
and the Bank of England we give, on page 125, a 
table showing the relation of sales in June and in 
February-June, 1931, to those in the corresponding 
periods of last year. Figures are also given showing the 
relation between the value of the stocks held, and the 
number of persons employed, at the end of June, 1931, 
to those of a year earlier: these figures do not cover the 
co-operative stores. 

Total sales in June and in February-June amounted 
in money to 3-0 per cent. and 4-2 per cent. respectively 
less than in the corresponding periods of last year. For 
May the corresponding figure was 5-4 per cent., and it 
was pointed out last month that the relatively worse 
showing for May than for the earlier months of the 
current trading year may be related to the facts that the 
Whitsun holiday fell in June last year and in May this 
year, and that the last day of May was a Sunday this 
year. The relatively better showing for June may, per- 
haps, be related similarly to the influence of the calen- 
dar, since in addition to the Whitsun holiday falling in 
June last year, the first day of June, 1930, was a Sun- 
day. On the other hand some of the pre-Whitsun trade 
will have tended to swell the total sales in June, 1930. 
In addition, there was an early start made with summer 
notably in London, where the volume of June 
trade was also affected by special features of such sales. 
It will be notedthat the arithmetic average of the figures 
for May andJune is identical with the weighted average 
for the five months February-June, from which it may, 
perhaps, be assumed that during recent months there 
has not been any appreciable change in the general 
scale of reduction in the money value of the sales as 
compared with a year earlier. 

Since the inclusion of the co-operative stores and of 
multiple shops in addition to the departmental stores,

food and perishables has become the chief department. 
sales in this department amounting in June to between 
one-half and three-fifths of the total. The decrease in 
the sales in this section as compared with a year earlier 
was 4°0 per cent., which compares with 5:4 per cent. for 
May and 4-7 per cent. for April and with 5:0 for the five 
months February-June. The average decline shown by 
the published retail prices of food is somewhat greater 
than that shown by the money value of the gales, and 
an increase is, therefore, indicated in the quantity of 
food sold last month ascompared with the sales in June, 
1930, in the same establishments. An increase as com: 
pared with a year earlier in the quantity of food sold 
has been similarly indicated for a number of months 
past. In previous months the percentage reduction in 
the money value of the sales of food was greatest in 
Central and West End London, for which area the 
figures relate solely to departmental stores and multiple 
shops; but for June the reduction in this area was sub- 
stantially less than the average for the whole country, 
and the figures for the North of England showed the 
largest percentage reduction. Sales of food in Suburban 
London were little less in value than a year earlier. 

For the other departments, the money value of the 
sales in June was only 1-6 per cent. less than in June. 
1930, the corresponding figure for the five months ended 
June being 3°3 per cent. For each of the London areas 
and for the South of England the total sales in those 
departments realised about as much money as in June, 
1930, this representing in the case of Central and West 
End London a very marked improvement on the May 
figures, while for the South of England the May figures 
showed about the same increase over last year as did 
those for June. | 

For sales in all departments, the figures for the North 
of England show a markedly greater reduction that 
other areas, and those for London, both West End and 
Suburban, a much smaller reduction. In regard to the

separate departments, there were substantial increases 
‘ the money value of the sales of furniture and hard- 
ware, and smaller increases in respect of fancy goods 
(not drapery), girls’ and children’s wear, and piece- 
soods. ‘The increase in sales of furniture is found in 
4] districts except the West End of London, and 
follows a series of decreases broken only in the data for 
March last.

The numbers employed in Great Britain as a whole 
show a somewhat larger increase as compared with 1930 
than was shown for earlier months, the increase for 
June being 1-1 per cent. and for March, April and May

sules began in many eases before the end of June, the 
increase of staffs may have related, in part, to the 
requirements of such sales.

BALANCE AND DISTRIBUTION OF TRADE 


The year 1930 was for New Zealand, in common with 
many other countries, one of depression. The prices 
tained for her principal exports, particularly wool, 
ell to an alarming extent, with the result that exports 
dropped by £10} million, while imports fell by £53 
million. The export price index numbers for all groups 
declined from 1,618 in 1929 to 1,267 in 1930; this 
necessarily imposed a great burden upon a country 
with the highest export trade per head in the world. 
Imports slumped severely owing to a multiplicity of 
vauses, among which may be mentioned financial strin- 
sency, increased tariffs and the development of an 
adverse rate of exchange with the United Kingdom.

STATE IF INANCE 

The financial operations of the year ended March 31, 
1930, resulted in a small surplus of £148,979, which 
may be compared with a deficit in the previous year of 
£577,252. ‘Taxation by the General Government 
amounted to £19,471,131, or £13 3s. 7d. per head. For 
the previous year the corresponding figures were 
£17,832,033 and £12 4s. 3d. respectively. Rates and 
taxes imposed by local bodies amounted to £6,347,760, 
or £4 6s. lld. per head, as against £6,107,727 and 
£4 4s. 10d. respectively. Approximately the total bur- 
den of taxation amounted to £17 10s. 6d. per head, an 
increase of over £1 per head on the previous year. 
There was, therefore, a continuance in the increase of 
total taxation which had been shown in the past few 
years. 

In a statement issued in February of this year the 
Prime Minister gave estimates for the revenue and 
expenditure in the financial year 1931-32, which showed 
shrinkages in revenue and increases in expenditure; 
these together produced a deficit of £4,500,000. A 
later estimate put the deficit at £5,500,000. 

The public debt transactions during the year 1929-30 
resulted in an increase in the debt of £3,191,360, from 
£264,191,983 to £267,383,343. For the 1930-31 expendi- 
ture a loan of £5,500,000 was issued in May, 1930, at 99 
per cent.; this was oversubscribed on the day of issue. 
The debt on March 31, 1930, was £267,383,343, distri- 
buted as follows :—London, £146,580,502, or 54°82 per 
cent. ; Australia, £4,276,750, or 1-60 per cent.; and New 
Zealand, £116,526,091, or 43°58 per cent. The corre- 
sponding percentages on March 81, 1929, were 56-53, 
1:58 and 41:98. From 1920-29 there was a steadily 
increasing proportion of the debt held in London. Last 
year showed a reduction in the proportion. 


BALANCE OF TRADE, 1921-30 
Normally New Zealand has a considerable excess of 
exports Gver imports, a position which is necessary 
owing to annual liability of some £84 million in London 
for interest. The following table shows the total imports

It is to be noticed that for the last year it is only with 
Great Britain that New Zealand has a favourable trade 
balance, and there is no doubt that the one-sided 
character of New Zealand’s trade with some of her 
principal suppliers is seriously exercising public opinion 
in the Dominion, and steps are under consideration for 
altering the position. 


It will be seen that for the three years preceding 1930 
the share of the United Kingdom of the import trade 
steadily fell; the share of the United States and Canada 
steadily rose. In 1930 the movement was in the oppo- 
site direction. As regards exports, Great Britain took 
in 1930 a greater proportion than she had taken for 
the previous six years; the United States took a lesser 
share than she had taken for ten years. Canada’s share 
of New Zealand’s export trade had been steadily rising 
for six years, but fell in 1930, owing, doubtless, in part 
to the increased duty on butter. 


A prominent New Zealand financier recently drew 
attention to this one-sided character of much of New 
Zealand's export and import trade by giving the amount 
of goods which New Zealand purchased from her chief 
suppliers for every shillingsworth that those suppliers 
purchased from her. The figures for 1930 are as 
follows:—New Zealand purchased goods to the value 
of 63d. from Great Britain, 3s. 7d. from the United 
States, 1s. 6d. from Canada and 2s. 54d. from Australia 
for every shillingsworth of goods these countries bought 
from New Zealand. 


Import TraADE—TI'HE UNITED KINGDoM’s SHARE 


The extensive drop in the export trade has naturally, 
and from New Zealand’s point of view fortunately, been 
accompanied by a drop in the imports from £48,797,977 
to £43,025,914, or 12 per cent. There is every likeli- 
hood of this drop continuing through 1931, states H.M. 
Trade Commissioner, partly on account of restricted 
purchasing power, partly owing to the increased duties 
which were not operative for a considerable part of the 
year 1930, and partly on account of the adverse 
exchange rates which act as an additional 10 per cent. 
tariff. From the point of view of the importer the 
position is gloomy enough, and it is poor comfort t 
contemplate the probability that the restriction 
imports will be mainly felt in the luxury trades. 
Nevertheless, just as it is desirable to balance the

export trades, having due regard to interest and other 
payments on both sides of the account which have to 
he met. 

It has already been pointed out that the United 
Kingdom’s share of the import trade was, for 1930, 
47-27 per cent. This is a low figure when compared with 
the corresponding figure of 80:17 per cent. for the 
United Kingdom ’s share of the exports, and it is some- 
times held up as a reproach to manufacturers at home 
that they are not sufhiciently enterprising to obtain a 
greater share, and sometimes to the New Zealander for 
purchasing such large quantities of goods from the 
nations that place almost penal tariffs on New Zea- 
land’s products. 

The position, however, is not quite so bad as it looks 
because there is a good deal of import trade in which 
the United Kingdom is not an effective competitor. It 
is not to be expected that she will compete in the supply 
of motor spirits or timber, or in many lines of food- 
stuffs which she imports rather than exports. 

An examination of the trade in which the United 
Kingdom does compete discloses that in some lines a 
very small percentage of the trade is in the hands of 
the manufacturers in Great Britain; in others the per- 
centage is very high. Particulars given in Appendix 
IV (b) to the Report show the totals obtaining by divid- 
ing each class into two, those items in which the United 
Kingdom share is under 60 per cent. and those in which 
the share is over 60 per cent. It will be seen that the 
operation divides the competitive trade into two parts 
valued at £19 million and £21 million respectively, in 
the first of which Great Britain has 27-3 per cent. of 
the trade and in the latter 82°3 per cent. 

Corresponding tables are given in Appendix IV (c) 
and (7) for 1980. These figures are provisional and 
slight adjustments may be necessary when the full 
figures become available, but it is clear that in the com- 
petitive trade the United Kingdom’s share increased 
irom 06°2 per cent. to 59-2 per cent. as compared with 
1929. In the 1 per cent. to 60 per cent. class the United 
Kingdom’s share has increased from 27-3 per cent. to 
82:7 per cent., and in the over 60 per cent. class there is 
an increase from 82-3 per cent. to 83:3 per cent. There 
is, of course, a very considerable drop in the total im- 
ports due to the financial depression, but it is satisfac: 
tory to note that an inereasing share of the trade is 
coming from the United Kingdom.

MINERS’ WELFARE COMMITTEE CHAIRMAN- 
SHIP. 


Mr. E. Shinwell, M.P., Secretary for Mines, announces 
that he has appointed the Right Hon. Lord Noel Buxton to 
be Chairman of the Miners’ Welfare Committee as from 
July 22, in place of the Right Hon. the Viscount Chelms- 
ford, who has resigned. 

Lord Chelsmford succeeded Lord Gorell as Chairman in 
October, 1921, and has occupied the position since, with the 
exception of a short period during 1924, when he vacated the 
position temporarily during his appointment as First Lord 
of the Admiralty. Lord Chelmsford will not completely 
sever his connection with Welfare matters, as he remains 
Chairman of the Miners’ Welfare National Scholarship 
Selection Committee and he has accepted the Chairmanship 
of the Committee of Enquiry recently appointed. 


IGNITION OF FIREDAMP IN MINES 


Jt was shown in Safety in Mines Research Board Paper 
04, published in 1929, that the frictional heat from the 
impact of chain coal-cutter picks against certain rocks was 
capable of igniting firedamp. 

Further experiments with both chain and bar coal-cutters 
and with different kinds of rock are described in another 
*Paper just published, ‘‘ The Ignition of Firedamp by Heat 
of Impact of Coal-Cutter Picks against Rock,” by M. J. 
Burgess and R. V. Wheeler. It has been found that ignition 
could be obtained with both types of coal-cutter when 
cutting against quartzitic sandstone or micaceous sandstone 
with quartzitic inclusions, which both yielded a localised 
form of sparking appearing as red streaks or vivid reddish 
flashes at the points of contact between the picks and the 


rock. This type of sparking appeared to be essential for 
ignition. Fortunately, rocks of the kind with which 


ignition was obtained are not of frequent occurrence with 
the coal measures. 

When cutting against pyrites or ironstone, showers of 
bright yellow sparks were produced, but no ignition could 
be obtained. 


THE BARNSLEY COAL SEAM 


A ftReport just published on the Barnsley Seam, which 
yields over 50 per cent. of the total output of coal in the 
South Yorkshire area, gives the results of a comprehensive 
and detailed examination, from floor to roof, of sixteen 
complete sections of the seam taken at points well distri- 
buted over the area. Each section was divided into sub- 
sections, the number of which depended largely upon the 
number of different types of coal visible, and samples repre- 
senting the average composition of each sub-section and of 
the whole seam section were prepared for analysis. 

Proximate and ultimate analyses, and determinations of 
the calorific values and amounts of soluble and _ total 
chlorides have been carried out upon each of these samples ; 
their behaviour on carbonisation in the Gray-King assay 
apparatus has also been studied. The fusion points of the 
coal ash from samples of the total “‘hards’’ and of the 
whole seam have been determined both in an oxidising and 
in a mildly reducing atmosphere. In addition, samples of 
the four banded constituents (vitrain, clarain, durain and 
fusain) have been picked by hana from each section and 
submitted to proximate and ultimate analysis. 

An appendix deals with general considerations of the 
uses of Barnsley coal for various purposes, and the Report 
includes a map of the South Yorkshire area, diagrams of 
the sections of the seam obtained for this investigation, 
and photographs of typical cokes from the Gray-King car- 
bonisation assay.

There have been no indications of any improvement in 
trade, and conditions generally have remained very dull, 
reports Barclays Bank (Dominion, Colonial and Overseas). 


Good rains have continued throughout Barbados, and all 
cuJtivation is reported to be in excellent condition. The 
next few months are likely to be very quiet for trade, and 
no improvement is expected before Christmas or until the 
approach of the next sugar crop. 


Very heavy rains have fallen throughout Trinidad, and 
the rainy season appears to have set in at last. Reaping 
for the 1931 sugar crop is now finished and all the factories 
have closed down. The total crop, amounting to 98,155 
tons, is a record for Trinidad, and it is understood that this 
is due principally to an increase in the amount of canes 
purchased from farmers and the almost entire absence of 
the froghopper pest. The previous record was 89,858 tons 
in 1929. Prospects for next year’s sugar crop are reported 
to be distinctly good, notwithstanding the recent severe 
dry weather. Cocoa pickings are practically at an end, and 
the returns for May and June have been exceptionally good. 
Reports indicate that this crop is well up to average, and 
latest prices show a slight improvement on the record low 
level recently experienced. The coconut cultivation gener- 
ally is in very good condition, the trees presenting a healthy 
appearance and the nuts being plentiful. Unfortunately 
coconuts are without demand, and the price is purely a 
nominal one. 


Heavy rains have been general in Jamaica, particularly 
on the north side of the Island, and a certain amount of 
damage has resulted to roads. The crops, however, have 
not been affected to any large extent. The Bill providing 
for assistance to the sugar industry of this Colony has 
been passed by the Local Legislative Council. The recent 
improvement shown in the export of bananas has not been 
maintained, the total number of stems shipped from 
January 1 to June 6 amounting to 8,503,366, as against 
9 528,696 in the corresponding period of 1930. The market 
for pimento continues to be very dull; reaping of the new 
crop will not commence until about the end of July or early 
August, and it is difficult at present to estimate the yield. 
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TRADE AND INDUSTRY—Continued 


The market for ginger remains steady, but in the case of 
cocoa, dyewoods and rum business is still very dull, with 
very few enquiries. 


Regarding the Leeward and Windward Islands the long 
period of drought has definitely broken in Dominica, where 
good rains have fallen. On June 21-22 there was a general 
fall of rain in Antigua averaging about 4 inches, and St. 
Kitts reports satisfactory showers, with weather suitable 
for all crops. Heavy rains have been general throughout 
the Windward group. The outturn of the cotton crop in 
St. Vincent is estimated at about 500,000 lbs. of lint. 


In British Guiana weather conditions have been very 
favourable for sugar cultivation, there being heavy showers 
alternating with heat and sunshine.

Imports in June were greater by 22 million Reichsmarks 
than in the previous month. The increase was almost 
wholly accounted for by higher imports of raw materials, 
chiefly iron ore, textile raw materials, hides, coal tar, oils, 
Thomas phosphate, meal and wood. There were reduced 
imports of raw furs, oil cake, and coal. The import ot 
wheat increased by 7-6 million R. mks. and of potatoes by 
5.8 million R. mks. 

Export TRADE 

The reduction of 37 million R. mks. in exports was 
mainly due, according to the Statistical Office, to the 
further sinking in prices, which fell 3 per cent., as against 
the previous month. The seasonal falling-off in tonnage 
which took place last year from May to June has not 
occurred this vear. The export of finished goods declined 
by 22 million R. mks., of which textile products accounted 
for 12 million R. mks. and iron goods for 11 million R. mks. 

Exports of gold during the month of June are shown as 
567 million R. mks., of which 391 million R. mks. were sent 
to France, 76 million R. mks. to Holland, 74 million R. mks. 
to Belgium and 26 million R. mks. to Switzerland. Gold 
was purchased from the Soviet Union, 22 million R. mks., 
and Great Britain, 17 million R. mks.

1922-23, when the area planted to paddy in the 
seven main exporting circles was 3,631,500 acres, there has 
been ~ one small break—in the trying year 1928-29— 
until in the year just ended (1930-31) it reached 4,623,736 
acres, an increase of 108,404 acres, or 2-35 per cent., as 
compared with 1929-30, states the ‘ Bangkok Times,’’ an 
extract from which has been forwarded by H.M. Consul- 
General at Bangkok. The damaged area during the past 
season was about normal in extent at only 542,240 acres, or 
164,800 acres less than in the previous year, the respective 
percentages of the total planted areas being 11-72 and 
22:3, while in 1928-29 it was over 23. In addition to the 
new record in the area planted, last year just managed to 
establish also a new record in the area harvested. This 
was 4,081,496 acres, a gain of 573,200 acres, or 14-05 per 
cent. over the previous year, and even 10,000 acres better 
than in 1926-27, when the area damaged was only 174,000 
acres, 

The season’s yield was 2,590,000 tons, or 389,770 tons 
more (15-05 per cent.) than in the previous year. It, how- 
ever, compares unfavourably with 2,622,400 tons in 1927-28, 
2,845,000 tons in 1924-25, and 3,042,700 tons in 1926-27. 
Only one of the seven circles had a smaller area harvested 
and a smaller yield in 1930-31 than in the previous year.

CANADA—AUSTRALIA 
NEW TRADE AGREEMENT 


With reference to the notice on the above subject in 
the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of July 16 (see page 76), the text of the new 
Trade Agreement between Canada and Australia is repro- 
duced below, together with Schedules A and B to the 
Agreement. 

To Schedule A (Tariff treatment in Canada of certain 
goods the produce or manufacture of Australia) a column 
has been added, for purpose of comparison, showing, 
according to the latest information in the possession of the 
Board of Trade, the rates of duty at present leviable on the 
goods specified under the British Preferential Tariff. 
The British Preferential duties, which are those applic- 
able to products and manufactures of the United Kingdom, 
are subject to a discount of 10 per cent. of the rates where 
the duty exceeds 15 per cent. ad valorem, or, in the case of 
a specific duty, where the computed rate exceeds 15 per 
cert. ad valorem (the concession does not, however, apply 
to certain goods, including sugar, wines and spirits), pro- 
vided that the goods are shipped direct to Canada. 


TraDE AGREEMENT BETWEEN CANADA AND AUSTRALIA 


His Majesty’s Government in the Dominion of Canada and 
His Majesty’s Government in the Commonwealth of Australia, 
being desirous of improving and extending the commercial rela- 
tions existing between Canada and Australia, and affirming the 
principle of granting tariff preferences the one to the other on 
goods of their produce or manufacture for their mutual advan- 
tage, have agreed upon the following Articles :— 


ARTICLE [| 


Subject to the provisions of The Customs Tariff of Canada, 

except as hereinafter provided, Canada grants : 

1. (a) To the goods enumerated in Schedule A hereto, being 
the produce or manufacture of Australia, when imported 
into Canada, the tariff rates and provisions indicated 
in the said Schedule A; 

(6) To all other goods the produce or manufacture of Aus- 
tralia, when imported into Canada, the benefits of the 
British Preferential Tariff. 


2. The tariff advantages conceded by Section 1 of this Article 
shall apply only to goods imported direct into Canada, 


ARTICLE I] 


Subject to the provisions of The Customs Tariff of Australia, 
except as hereinafter provided, Australia grants : 

1. (a) To the goods enumerated in Schedule B hereto, being 
the produce or manufacture of Canada, when imported 
into Australia, the tariff rates and provisions indicated 
in the said Schedule B; 

(4) To all other goods the produce or manufacture of 
Canada, when imported into Australia, the benefits of 
the British Preferential Tariff. 

2. The tariff advantages conceded by Section 1 of this Article 
shall apply only to goods that have been shipped from Canada 
to Australia and have not been transhipped, or, if transhipped, 
then only if it is proved to the satisfaction of the Collector of 
Customs that the intended destination of the goods when origin- 
ally shipped from Canada was Austraiia. 


ARTICLE III 


It is hereby agreed that, in the event of the amendment of 
either the Canadian or the Australian tariff in force on the date 
on which this Agreement comes into force 





1. Canada will, in regard to the goods enumerated in Sche- 
dule A, maintain at least the actual difference between the rates 
charged on goods imported from Australia and those imposed by 
the British Preferential, Intermediate, and Gencral Tariffs 
respectively ; and 

2. Australia will, in regard to the goods enumerated in Sche- 
dule B, maintain in respect of the goods from Canada subject 
to— 

(a) The British Preferential Tariff, at least the actual differ- 
ence between that tariff and the Intermediate and 
General Tariffs; and 

(4) The Intermediate Tariff, at least the actual difference 
between that tariff and the General Tariff. 


ARTICLE 1V 
In determining the value of goods for duty purposes, Canada 
and Australia agree that no greater amount of inland freight 
charges shall be included in such value for duty than the actual 
amount of freight charges that would be incurred if the goods 
were forwarded from the point of origin of such goods to the 
nearest point of exit from the exporting country.

The terms ‘“ British Preferential Tariff,’’ ‘‘ Intermediate 
Tariff ’’ and ‘‘ General Tariff ’’ as used in this Agreement and 
the Schedules thereto shall be deemed to mean the British Prefer. 
ential Tariff, Intermediate Tariff and General Tariff of Canada 
or Australia in force on the date the goods are entered for home 
consumption. 


ARTICLE IX 


If—(a) at any time either party to this Agreement gives notice 
in writing to the other party that, in consequence of the 
importation of goods of a kind specified in the notice, 
being the produce or manufacture of the exporting 
country, into the other country, the sale of similar 
goods produced in that other country is_ being 
prejudicially or injuriously affected ; and 

(5) measures sufficient in the opinion of the Government 
of the importing country to remedy the conditions com- 
plained of, are not put into effect by the Government 
of the exporting country within three months from the 
date of the notice, 


then, until the notice is withdrawn by the Government of the 
importing country, goods of the kind specified in the notice 
shall, when imported into such country, be subject to the rates 
of duty under its General Tariff. 

(2) The parties agree to endeavour to reach a satisfactory 
arrangement, with a view to the withdrawal of the notice with 
the least possible delay. 

(3) On the withdrawal of the notice, goods of the kind speci- 
fied in the notice, shall again become subject to the tariff applic- 
able to them before the notice was given. 


ARIICLE X 


When this Agreement is brought into force by Proclamations 
as hereinafter provided, the tariff concessions mutually conceded 
under the Australian Trade Agreement Act of Canada assented 
to on June 27, 1925, and the Resolution passed by the Parliament 
of Australia on September 2, 1925, shall cease to have effect, 
except in relation to goods which are in transit between the two 
countries on the date of issue of the Proclamations, and in 
respect of which increased duties have been imposed in pursuance 
of this Agreement, provided such goods are entered for home 
consumption within thirty days after arrival at port ot 
destination.

H.M. Minister at Prague reports that the period of 
validity of the Austro-Czechoslovak Commercial Treaty of 
July 21, 1927, which was due to expire on July 15, has 
been prolonged until July 27, with the possibility of further 
extension if the new Treaty in course of negotiation should 
not be signed by that date. ‘The Exchange of Notes 
effecting this extension, however, provided that as an excep- 
tion thereto the Conventional rates of Customs duty fixed 
by the Treaty on barley and unroasted malt imported into 
Austria should lapse, and that consequently all barley and 
unroasted malt imported into Austria on and after July 15 
should pay the appropriate General rate of Customs duty, 
viz., 10 gold kronen and 18-30 gold kronen per 100 kilogs.

It is understood from later reports that the new Com- 
mercial Treaty between Austria and Czechoslovakia was 
signed on July 22 and came into force on July 28. A notice 
giving particulars of this new Treaty will be published in a 
subsequent issue of the “ B.T.J.”’

CANADA 


IMPORTATION OF MILLFEEDS AND GRAINS 

The Board of Trade have received copy of an Order issued 
on June 20 by the Canadian Department of Agriculture 
which revises the regulations relating to the importation of 
millfeeds and grains into Canada. The Order provides that 
the importation of bran, middlings, beet pulp, and other 
millfeeds, corn, oats, wheat, rye, buckwheat, and other 
grains, for use in the feeding of livestock, or susceptible of 
conversion into feed for livestock after importation into 
Canada, is prohibited unless accompanied by a certificate of 
a British Consular Officer resident in the country of origin, 
or a specially authorised official in the country of origin, 
whose name has been received by the Department of Agri- 
culture showing, (a) that the product, if not shipped im 
bulk, has been sacked at a mill at the port of shipment, or 
at a central interior point where inspections can be made, 
in new bags, which have not been previously used for any 
purpose; (b) that the product has been transferred direct 
from the mill in disinfected chutes, cars, trucks, or barges, 
to the vessel transporting the shipment to Canada. ‘The 
captain of the vessel on which the product is shipped to 
Canada must further issue a certificate that no cattle, 
sheep, goats, other ruminants, nor swine, except those 
accompanied by a permit from the Canadian Department 
of Agriculture, were embarked for any purpose on board

SALES TAX 


The Board of Trade have received copy of Resolutions, 
passed by the Canadian House of Commons in Committee, 
regarding the Sales Tax, which amend the Budget reso- 
lutions affecting the tax as introduced on June 1. (See 
the “ B.T.J.’ of June 18, page 806.) The text of the 
revised Resolutions is as follows:— 


That Section 86 of the said Act* be amended to provide 
that the rate of Consumption or Sales Tax be increased to 
4 per cent. 


That the said tax be payable upon the sale price of all goods 
manufactured or produced in Canada at the time of delivery 
to the purchaser, but in the case of any contract requiring 
payment of the purchase price by instalments, shall be payable 
as each of such instalments falls due and that, in bona fide 
contracts made before the 2nd day of March, 1931, which bind 
the vendor to deliver at a fixed price, the increased rate shall 
be payable by the purchaser to the vendor.

NEW ZEALAND 


RESTRICTIONS ON IMPORTATION OF LIVE 
POULTRY 


With reference to the notice under the above heading 
in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of June 25 (page 838), the Board of Trade 
have been informed by the Ministry of Agriculture and 
Fisheries that the Government of New Zealand have 
sanctioned the continuance of the following procedure in 
connection with the export of live poultry from Great 
Britain to New Zealand.

IRAQ 
CUSTOMS CODE LAW 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of the 
Iraq ‘‘ Customs Code Law’ (No. 56 of 1931), which 
has been published as an annex to the ‘‘ Iraq Government 
Gazette ’’ of June 14 and which came into force one month 
after that date. The Code Law contains chapters relating, 
inter alia, to prohibitions and restrictions of importation 
and exportation; the levy of, exemption from and refund 
of Customs duties and fees; the payment of drawback; 
arrival and departure of vessels; discharge of cargo and 
entry of goods, and goods in transit through Iraq. 


Provision is alse made for the repeal of the following :— 
The Indian Sea Customs Act (VIII. of 1878) and the amend- 
ments thereof as applied in Iraq; the Land Customs Pro- 
clamation of December 2, 1918; the Transit Trade Law 
No. 45 of 1924; the Customs Duty Drawback Law No. 55 
of 1926; the Sea Customs (Amendment) Law No. 35 of 
1924; the Customs Tariff Amendment Proclamation, 1920; 
the Law amending the Transit Trade Law, 1924, No. 13 of 
1929; and all Laws, Regulations and Instructions pertain-

(3) The ‘‘ temporary importation’’ concessions pro- 
visionally granted to ribbons of cellophane and of cello- 
phane mixed with ramie (so-called racello, i.e., fibres of 
ramie interposed between two layers cf cellophane), not 
more than 45 mm. in width, imported for use in the manu- 
facture of hat plaitings and hats are confirmed (concession 
to be valid until June 30, 1932).

PROPOSED DUTY ALTERATIONS: TYRES 
AND CASHMERES 


With reference to the notice in the ‘“ B.T.J.’’ of 
January 8 (page 51) respecting proposals for the alteration 
of the Uruguayan Customs duties on tyres, it should be 
noted that the Bill as issued provides for the exemption 
from import and additional duties, except the surtax of 
10 per cent. ad valorem imposed by the Road Law of 1928, 
of covers for pneumatic tyres for use on lorries, tractors, 
omnibuses and trailers. The Bill further proposes to in- 
crease the valuation for the calculation of the duties on 
covers for pneumatic tyres in general from 14 to 2 pesos 
per kilog., and to increase the specific duty on woollen cash- 
meres by 60 cts. per kilog.

BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR, 1932 
SPACE LETTING—THE TEXTILES SECTION 

Two-thirds of the space available in the British Industries 
Fair, to be held in London and Birmingham next February, 
had been applied for up to last Saturday, according to an 
official statement. 

At Castle Bromwich, Birmingham, where the buildings 
are being extended to give a total exhibiting area of 
250,000 square feet, 80 per cent. of that space was let. 

At White City, London, the original area of the new 
Textiles Section has been increased from 40,000 to 80,000 
square feet, of which 66 per cent. has been let; while in the 
main London section at Olympia, despite the transferring of 
exhibitors of textiles and clothing to the White City and 
the fact that application forms were issued only three 
weeks ago, the bookings amounted to over 50 per cent. of 
the available area, or more than at the corresponding stage 
last year. 

‘* The large amount of space let seven months ahead of 
the opening date shows how much manufacturers have come 
to value the Fair as part of their sales organisation,’’ an 
official said. ‘‘ The British Industries Fair is once again 
proving that it can flourish in times of depression.”’ 

The Fair will open in London and Birmingham simul- 
taneously on February 22, the various sections closing on 
dates varying from March 3 to 5.

The Department of Overseas Trade will arrange for the 
display of posters and showcards in all parts of the world, 
and advance catalogues of the Fair will be dispatched in 
time for textile buyers in the near countries to have an 
opportunity of appreciating the extraordinary importance of 
next year’s Fair and to enable them to make arrangements 
in good time to come to London.

The census in respect of seamen who were employed 
on e ich 381, 1930, on vessels registered under 
Part I. of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, in the 
al Kingdom, the Isle of Man, and the Channel 
Islands, has been taken in similar detail to the census 
of seamen employed on March 31, 1929. The results 
of that census were published in a supplement to the 
“ B.T.J.,’° Vol. CXXV (New Series), No. 1758, dated 
August 14, 19380. The ratings of the seamen employ ed 
on March 81, 1930, in the coasting, home and foreign 
trades have been classified into three departmental 
groups: deck staff, engineroom staff and other staff. 
The distribution of the crews and the ages of the sea- 
men are shown according to certain gross tonnage 
sroups of the vessels on which they were employed. 
The nationality classification has been limited to the 
distinction of British, Foreigners and Lascars, and five 
age groups have been shown. These age groups are 
mainly a combination of the age groupings adopted for 
occupational mortality rates by the Registrar-General 

England and Wales. Divisions at the ages of 18 
and 25, made for departmental purposes, have been 
used for continuing certain comparisons in former 
reports (see p. x.).  Seamen employed on fishing 
vessels and on yachts have been excluded from the 
scope of the census. A table showing the numbers of 
seamen employed on March 31, 1930, on vessels holding 
sea-going passenger certificates issued by the Board of 
Trade, and certain other passenger-carrying vessels 
registered in the United Kingdom, has been prepared on 
the same basis as the corresponding table shown in 
respect of the census of March 31, 1929, in order that’ 
a comparison may readily be made between the figures 
relating to the two years. 


The particulars shown in the following tables have 
been compiled from data collected from lists of crews 
and other documents received by the Registrar-General 
of Shipping and Seamen, at the termination of voyages 
covering the appointed day. They do not show the 
total number of seamen who follow the sea-service, but 
only those actually employed on the specified day on 
sea-trading vessels (i.e., sea-going vessels other than 
yachts and fishing vessels) registered under Part I. of 
the Merchant Shipping Aci, 1894. In this respect 
they differ from the employment tables for years prior 
to 1926, published in the Annual Statement of Naviga- 
tion and Shipping, which related to the first crews of 
all vessels employed at any time during the year. 


In addition to the vessels employed on March 31, 
19380, there were employed at some other time in the 
course of 1930, 1,016 vessels of 100 tons gross and over 
aggregate tonnage being 2,312,785 net and 

850,947 gross. The total number of the first crews of 
“a vessels in 1980 was 42,671. The number em- 
ployed on vessels under 100 tons gross which, though 
a having a crew on March 81, were employed at some 
time during 1930 has not been ascertained. On 
March 31 only 1,116 persons were employed on vessels 
of less than 100 tons gross, there being 419 such 
vessels covered by the census, whose aggregate ton- 
hage was 30,440 gross. 


DEFINITIONS

The term ‘‘ seaman ’”’ is used throughout this Report 
to include all persons, without exception, who appear 
is members of the crew upon the agreements or 

“lists ’’ rendered under Sections 118, 119 or 258 of the 











Merchant Shipping Act, 1894. The men included 
under the heading ‘‘ Lasears ’’ are Asiatics and East 
Africans employed under Agreements for natives of 
Asia or Kast Africa, which open and terminate in 
Asia. ‘‘ Coasting trade ’’ is trade from port to port of 
the United Kingdom (Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland) or the Isle of Man, otherwise than as part of 
a foreign voyage. ‘‘ Home trade is trade within 
the limits of the British Islands and the Continent of 
iD urope between the River Elbe and Brest. ‘* Foreign 
trade ’’ ig trade beyond the above-mentioned limits. 
Vessels registered in the ‘‘ United Kingdom ’’ at the 
censal date in 1930 are vessels registered at ports in 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland. 


The Deck Department includes navigating officers, 
able seamen, and all other persons whose duties relate 
directly to the navigation of the ship. Wireless 
operators are also included in the numbers in this 
group, and, in the case of vessels carrying cattle and 
other animals as cargo, the men attending to such 
animals. The Engine Room Department includes 
engineer officers, firemen, greasers, and all others 
employed in attendance on the _— and auxiliary 
machinery. Refrigerating engineers and electricians 
are also included. The Stewards’ De partment includes 
stewards, cooks and all others employed in attending 
on the passengers or crew. All clerical staff are in- 
cluded in this group together with pursers, doctors and 
musicians.

According to returns compiled by the Chamber of 
Shipping of the United Kingdom, the British vessels 
laid up at the principal ports of Great Britain and 
Ireland numbered 138 (of 233,100 tons net) at April 1, 
1929, and 411 (of 884,200 tons net) at April 1, 1930. 
Practically the whole of this tonnage was steam or 
motor. It may be noted that the figure of 884,200 
tons net represents about 74 per cent. of the total net 
tonnage of steam and motor vessels on the register of 
the United Kingdom at March 81, 1930, and the extent 
to which tonnage was laid up at approximately the 
censal date in 1930 must be borne in mind when the 
decreases, as compared with previous years, in vessels, 
tonnage and personnel employed are _ considered 
throughout this Report. Separate particulars of steam 
and of motor vessels laid up are not published by the 
Chamber of Shipping. 

The considerable increase of 273 steam and motor 
vessels (651,100 tons net) laid up on April 1, 1930, as 
compared with a year earlier, is reflected in the reduced 
number and tonnage of vessels recorded as employed 
at March 31 of the later year, the decline for steam and 
motor vessels alone amounting to 344 vessels and 
574,000 tons net. The number of seamen employed on 
steam and motor vessels decreased by about 8,700, 
the approximate reductions in the cases of British 
subjects, foreigners and lascars being 5,900, 1,900 and 
900 respectively. 

It will be seen from the figures shown in the 
summary table above that the steam vessels enumer- 
ated at March 31, 1930, show a decrease of 390 vessels, 
755,511 tons net, and 1,189,342 tons gross, as com- 
pared with those employed at March 31, 1929, and a 
decrease of 350 vessels, 658,906 tons net, and 976,850 
gross, as compared with those employed on March 31, 
1928. 

In contrast to the increase in the aggregate of 
vessels (steam and motor) laid up at April 1, 1930, 
as compared with a year earlier, motor vessels em- 
ploved at the censal date in 1930 showed an increase 
of 46 vessels, 181,318 tons net, and 305,593 gross, as 
compared with those employed at March 31, 1929. It 
may therefore be assumed that the tonnage of motor 
vessels added to the register and brought into employ- 
ment during the twelvemonth was more than 
sufficient to counterbalance any increase in the tonnage 
of motor vessels laid up during that period. The 
increase in employment at March 31, 1930, as com- 
pared with March 81, 1928, was 88 vessels, 359,861 tons 
net, and 597,893 gross. 

The number of sailing vessels employed continued to 
decline, the decrease shown in the census of 1930, as

compared with that of 1929, amounting to 89 vessels 
5,791 tons net, and 6,716 gross. Sailing vessels op 
the censal date 1930 accounted for only about one. 
third of one per cent. of the net tonnage employed, 

The total net tonnage of vessels employed in g¢q 
trading was 5°87 per cent. less in 1980 than in 1999 
and 2-78 per cent. greater in 1929 than in 1928. The 
corresponding percentages on the basis of gross 
tonnage were 5°41 and 3-11. 


In comparing the figures of tonnage employed on 
the censal dates in 1928, 1929 and 1930 it may be of 
interest to note how far the changes can be related to 
the net additions to, or deductions from, the register 
and to the amount of tonnage laid up at the principal 
ports of Great Britain and Ireland. The followin 
table shows for each of the last five years the net ton. 
nage of the steam and motor vessels on the registers 
at ports in the United Kingdom (including Isle of Man 
and Channel Islands), the net tonnage employed on 
the censal dates, and the amount of tonnage laid up. 
As the tonnage of sailing vessels included in the returns 
of laid-up tonnage compiled by the Chamber of Ship. 
ping is known to be very small, the following table 
relates to steam and motor vessels only.

It should be noted that the additions to, and deduc- 
tions from, the register include particulars of vessels 
other than sea-going vessels (i.e., vessels not included 
in the scope of the census), and also that during the 
year 1930 an increasing amount of tonnage was laid up 
at the smaller ports. Tor ports other than the principal 
ports included in Column (4) of the above table, the net 
tonnage reported by the Chamber of Shipping as laid up 
on January 1, 1930, was 12,770 tons, and on October], 
1930, was 110,968 tons. The figure for April 1, 1930, 
is not available. 


It will be seen that the changes in the official figures 
recorded in Column (3) of the above table agree as to 
trend with the changes in the Chamber of Shipping 
figures for vessels laid up at ports in Great Britain and 
Ireland. There are, however, differences between the 
figures which cannot be accounted for satisfactorily by 
the factors referred to in the preceding paragraph, and 
it may perhaps be concluded that since 1927 there has 
been a progressive increase in the number of vessels 
awaiting further employment and not reported as laid 
up in United Kingdom ports or of non-trading vessels 
on the register. 


The tendency towards the employment of largeét 
vessels is shown by the increase in the average gros 
tonnage of the steam and motor vessels enumerated. 
The averages were 3,619 tons in 1928, 3,665 tons 2 
1929, and 3,756 tons in 1980. On a net tonnage basis, 
the averages were 2,179, 2,200 and 2,244 respectively.

Although the number of steam and motor vessels 
enumerated at March 31, 1930, in the home (including 
coasting) trade was less than at either of the two pre- 
ceding censuses the tonnage (net and gross) was greater ; 
the personnel employed on these vessels showed a 
decrease in 1930 as compared with 1929, but a slight 
increase over the figures for 1928. The number of 
foreign trade steam and motor vessels,* their gross and 
net tonnage and the personnel employed therein all de- 
creased in March, 1930, as compared with 1929, but 
whereas the number of vessels decreased by about 
10 per cent. and the gross and net tonnages by about 
7 and 6 per cent. respectively, the personnel employed 
decreased by less than 5 per cent. The proportion of 
the total gross tonnage of steam and motor vessels 
engaged in the foreign trade to their total net tonnage 
was slightly higher in 1930, being 165 to 100 as against 
164 to 100 in each of the two preceding years. Sailing 
vessels employed in the home (including coasting) trade 
decreased in number, tonnage and personnel in each of 
the last two years, the decline in 1930 being consider- 
able. Only one sailing vessel, an oil tanker (in tow of 
a steam vessel), was employed in the foreign trade at 
March 31, 1930. Sailing vessels with auxiliary motor 
or steam propelling equipment are not included with 
those shown in the tables as “‘ sailing *’ vessels.

The number and tonnage of vessels employed 
at March 31, 1930, in trading within home trade 
limits (other than coasting trade) were less than the 
corresponding figures for March, 1929. There was a 
decrease in the number but an increase in the tonnage, 
at the dates compared, of vessels trading solely between 
ports of the United Kingdom. 


The figures in the table show that the total number

The average size of the steam and 
sailing vessels in the coasting trade was less than that 
of the vessels in the home trade (other than coasting), 
while there was no appreciable difference in average 
size of the motor vessels. Sailing vessels are relatively 
more important in the former group than in the latter ; 
the major part of the tonnage in each case is steam 


driven.

Adding the numbers of the first crews of vessels 
employed at some time in 1931, but which on 
March 31, 1930, were without crews, an aggregate of 
about 237,800 is reached, a total that does not include 
the small number employed on vessels under 100 tons 
stoss which were without crews on March 31. The 
corresponding aggregate number of seamen employed 
Tg was approximately 240,700 and in 1928 
299,600. 


The comparison of the numbers of the crews with 
‘he number and the tonnage of the vessels involves the 
consideration of numerous factors affecting those rela- 
‘ons, in respect of which full information is not avail- 
ble. Nevertheless, if we consider the numbers of 
‘camen employed in relation to the gross tonnage of 
‘he steam and motor vessels engaged in the foreign 
‘rade in the various tonnage groups distinguished, the 
Proportion of numbers to tonnage, proceeding from 
smaller to larger vessels, shows a continuous decrease 
In the vessels not employed as passenger vessels. An 
‘erage of 20-8 persons for each 1,000 tons was required 
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to man the vessels of under 2,000 tons gross, compared 
with 6-6 persons for each 1,000 tons in the vessels of 
10,000 to 14,000 tons gross. These averages are sub- 
stantially greater than the corresponding figures (18-4 
and 5-6 respectively) for the censal date in 1929. 
Passenger-carrying vessels also show a continuous 
decrease until the group containing the vessels of 6,000 
to 8,000 tons gross is reached. From that point an 
unbroken increase commences. Passenger-carrying 
vessels of under 2,000 tons employed 38°8 persons per 
1,000 tons, while similar vessels in the 6,000 to 8,000 
tons group employed 14:5 persons per 1,000 tons; 
those in the 8,000 to 10,000 tons group, 17:2 persons 
per 1,000 tons; and those in the groups 10,000 to 14,000 
tons and 14,000 tons and over, 17-5 and 19-5 persons 
respectively per 1,000 tons gross. These averages are 
in each case somewhat smaller than the corresponding 
figures for 1929. 


CREWS IN PASSENGER VESSELS 


The results of an analysis by departments of the 
crews employed in passenger-carrying vessels that were 
registered in the United Kingdom and in the Isle of 
Man, is shown in Table V. on page xi. In this table 
particulars are included of every vessel employed at 
the censal date in 1930 which held a sea-going pas- 
senger certificate issued by the Board of Trade, and, in 
addition, certain other vessels fitted for the carriage 
of passengers, many of which were trading abroad and 
obtained passenger certificates locally. The figures in 
respect of passenger tonnage in employment do not, of 
course, show the extent to which the available pas- 
senger accommodation was utilised. The principal 
trades in which the vessels and seamen were employed 
have been grouped. To determine the trade in which 
a vessel should be classified recourse has been had to 
Lloyd’s Daily Index and the route traversed by the 
vessel on or about the specified date has been taken 
as the basis. In the group ‘* Other Trades,’’ the 
majority of the vessels for which figures are included 
did not hold Board of Trade sea-going passenger certi- 
ficates, but it is known that they were employed in 
local passenger-carrying trades, chiefly in Eastern 
waters. 


It will be seen from the table on page xi. that 499 
steam and motor passenger-carrying vessels, with a 
gross tonnage of 4,448,375 (2,635,561 net) were enume- 
rated as employed in the foreign trade on March 31, 
1930. The number of vessels was four less, and the 
gross tonnage 135,645 (64,478 net) more, than the 
corresponding figures for March 31, 1929. The crews 
numbered 82,268 in 1930 and 81,104 in 1929. 


From a consideration of these figures it would appear 
that the considerable increase in laid-up tonnage at 
April 1, 1930, as compared with a year earlier, to which 
reference has been made in the earlier part of this 
Report, was mainly made up of cargo tonnage, and that 
passenger-carrying tonnage was not seriously affected. 
While no direct information is available regarding the 
extent to which available passenger accommodation is 
utilised, it may be noted that the passengers carried in 
British vessels between the United Kingdom and places 
outside Europe and the Mediterranean Sea numbered 
about 614,000 in each of the twelve months ended 
March 31, 1929 and 1930. Particulars are not avail- 
able as to the numbers of passengers carried in British 
vessels between Europe (other than the United 
Kingdom) and America, and to and from other parts 
of the world. 


In the home and coasting trade there was some 
decline in employment, 90 passenger vessels being re- 
corded at the censal date in 1930, their gross tonnage 
aggregating 186,401 tons (60,111 net), as compared with 
106 vessels in 1929 with a gross tonnage of 142,718 tons 
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(62,140 net), while the crews totalled 3,202 in 1930 and 
3,749 in the earlier year. 


In 1930 the gross tonnage of the passenger vessels 
represented approximately 81 per cent. of the aggregate 
gross tonnage employed in the foreign trade and over 
12 per cent. of the aggregate tonnage employed in the 
home and coasting trade. The corresponding percen- 
tages for 1929 were 29 and 13. The crews employed on 
passenger vessels in the foreign trade comprised 51,012 
British in 1930 and 50,073 in 1929; 3,544 foreigners in 
1930 and 8,518 in 1929; and 27,712 lascars in 1930 and 
27,513 in 1929; of the lascars, about 24,000 were em- 
ployed in each year on vessels trading either to, or in, 
Eastern waters. Only 12 foreigners in 1930 and 10 in 
1929 were employed on the passenger vessels recorded 
in the home and coasting trade. 


With regard to the steam and motor vessels (other 
than passenger vessels) in the foreign trade, the number 
decreased in 1929-30 from 2,422 to 2,128, and the gross 
tonnage decreased from 11,068,314 to 10,026,689, while 
the crews included 63,657 British in 1929 and 57,255 in 
1930; 12,271 foreigners in 1929 and 10,299 in 1930; and 
26,058 lasears in the earlier and 24,970 in the later 
year. 


The numbers of passenger vessels in each of the 
trades specified at March 31, 1929 and 1930, and their

The largest vessels were employed in the passenger 
trade to and from the North American Continent and in 
pleasure cruising. In 1930 the average gross tonnage 
of the 88 vessels in the former group was 19,600 tons, 
and of the 14 vessels in the latter group, 19,200 tons; 
the 54 vessels in the Australian and New Zealand trade 
averaged 13,200 tons gross; the 43 vessels trading to 
South and Central America averaged 9,800 tons gross; 
the average tonnage of the 116 vessels engaged in the 
trade with the East Indies, China and Japan was 9,000 
tons gross, and that of the 37 vessels trading with South 
and West Africa was 8,100 tons gross. In the foreign 
trade, the largest numbers of vessels in any one tonnage 
group (93 in 1930 and 91 in 1929) were recorded in the 
6,000 and under 8,000 tonnage range, while the number 
of vessels employed of a gross tonnage greater than 
14,000, rose from 77 in 1929 to 86 in 1930. 


The relative importance of the staffs in the three 
departments of passenger, and of other, vessels, is 
shown by a comparison of the persons employed 
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per 100,000 tons gross of shipping at the censal dates 
in 1929 and 1930:—

It will be seen from the above table that the numbers 
required in the deck department differed little as be. 
tween passenger and other vessels, while the greater 
power of the engines in passenger vessels is reflected 
in the relatively larger engine-room staffs of those 
vessels, as compared with other vesesls. It is also of 
importance that the passenger vessels included in 
their engine-room staffs a larger proportion of lascars 
than was serving in other vessels, namely, in 1980 
43 per cent. as against 26 per cent. and, in 1929, 
43 per cent., as against 25 per cent. In this connection 
it may be noted that the third, fourth and sixth of the 
groups in the above table included about 60 per cent. 
of the total number and tonnage of passenger vessels, 
these trades being these in which conditions favour the 
employment of lascars. The catering, etc., staffs of 
all the passenger vessels enumerated was, on average, 
about seven times as large as that required for non- 
passenger-carrying vessels, and the total crew re- 
quired to run a passenger vessel averaged about 90 per 
cent. greater than that of vessels of similar size em- 
ployed otherwise. Considering the vessels in the class 
14,000 tons gross and above which held passenger certi- 
ficates, the numbers employed in 1930 per 1,000 tons 
gross were deck 3-1, engine-room 3°8, and stewards, 
etce., 12-6; the catering staff and others attending to 
the requirements of passengers and crew in this type of 
vessel thus represented rather over three-fifths of the 
total crew. Comparing the figures relating to the crews 
of passenger vessels shown in the above table for March 
31, 1930, with the corresponding figures for the pre- 
vious year, while the deck department remains about 
the same, there were decreases of about 3 per cent. in 
the engine-room staff and in the stewards’ department. 
It may be noted that passenger movement at United 
Kingdom ports, while showing little difference in the 
complete years 1929 and 1930, was somewhat less active 
at about the censal date in 1930 than in 1929. 


VESSELS BELONGING TO THE ISLE OF MAN AND 
THE CHANNEL ISLANDS 


The vessels belonging to the Isle of Man which were 
employed in sea-trading on March 31, 1980, numbered 
22, with a gross tonnage of 7,286 (8,002 net), and the 
total number of seamen employed was 231. ‘The 
corresponding particulars for vessels belonging to the 
Channel Islands were 21 vessels, aggregating 14,716 
tons gross (8,867 net), the total number of seamen 
employed being 342. On March 31, 1929, the figures 
were 18 vessels, aggregating 7,017 tons gross (3,336 
net), seamen employed 148, the principal change in 
1930 being the addition of one whaling vessel of 7,166 
tons gross (5,512 net). Five vessels were employed in 
the foreign trade and the others in the coasting or home 
trade. Nearly 98 per cent. of the gross tonnage was 
steam.
